MISTAKES AND FAILURES. 



DR. P. W. FOOT*. IRVINQTON. KY. 



Editor B hick eh ri ink Nawa: — This la 
the 7th ol March and mercury in the 
HuIr tab* wai ut> below the century 
mark at half put five this morning. Ho 
it looka aa II we were yet in the midst of 
onr Klondike winter, while in tact spring 
la here and outside of attending to the 
•Kick and getting the anpply of wood no 
farmer in this neighborhood haa accom- 
pliahed aa much a* $5 00 worth of what 
we term aprirg work. 

So we must of necessity be late with 
onr cropa thla season and aa mistakes 
arealwava 
wholly 

alder well how late it ia, and whether or 
not without materially increasing his 
man and team force, his ability to plant 
and cultivate well the crop already con- 
templated. 

I have often thought that. if we farm- 
ers would make It a point to relate onr 
mistakes aud failures to each other and 
asaign the cause if possible it would not 
be long until our mistakes and failures 
would give way to success and prosper- 
ity. 

And although it is hard for a poor 
mortal to record mistakes when our 
whole race inherited in some way a 
rather boasting disposition not altogether 
unlike a certain Pharisee mentioned in 
Holy Writ. I will now briefly refer to a 
few of my mistakes of IM6, 

I msde a mistake and planted at least 
15 acres more corn than my force could 
properly manage and hence it waa not 
cultivated as rapid and often as it ahould 
have been for the beat results. The land 
had been in timothy 4 or 5 yea's and 
thinking that early breaking would allow 
time for the aod to rot and make it 
pulveri-se better in the spring, I plowed 
about two thirds of the field in the fall 
of 1)7 and the remainder during Januaiy 
and February. Some of this land was 
broken when it waa a little too wet, this 
was i mi nut my judgement, but many 
fanners maintain that if the land freezes 
bard after being broken wet that no ill 
results will follow. Well, it msy do to 
break aorae land wet, or as some say (a 

It ia poaitively injurious to the land aud 



i, say. in March. Sol 
it fall plowing should 



f always plant a certain piece of corn 
especially for the silo, and t think I have 
invariably nude some mistake In grow- 
ing this particular crop. Rome of my 
last year's mistakes in this crop are as 



Second, planted in hills 4i:tJ ft. leav- 
ing two stalks in each hill. I 1st corn 
mature until about ready to cut and put 
in the shock and then had about half of 
the corn pulled from the stalk or husked 
and then cured into good solid corn for 
feeding purposes. The larger corn only 
being taken from the stalk, leaving the 
rest to (to into the alio. 

The first can be remedied by planting 
nearer the silo, while the second will be 
treated or dealt with in this way :— 

Prepare thoroughly as good land aa 
oossible to get near ailo and apread on It 
broadcast all barn yard manure you can; 
work and rework this land til in thorough 
good order. Then 150 or 200 lbs. of 
good commercial fertilizer per acre ia all 
the better no matter how rich the land 
already ia, then plant from the lat to the 
20th of May In rowa 4 fl. apart. Good 
land ought to grow two stalks every 18 
or 20 inches. We want tons per acre, 
that ia a heavy growth of well developed 
atalks even if only moderately well 
eared. I ahall not huak the corn from 
the atalk again, but let the whole or 
entire plant go in the ailo. 

And I think it at the best stage soon 
after passing roastirjg ears and begins to 
glaze and the grain dent. Some of the 
bottom blades will begin to turn ripe 
about this time. Much more could be 
said concerning silos and ensilage, but I 
am only hurriedly jotting down a few 
mistakes and failures and so must pass 
from corn to 

And what of wheat any how. Well, 
no oue can yet say positively what the 
outcome of the present growing crop will 
be, but it does look like the poorest 
prospect I have ever seen in tbia section. 
ManyfleldB actuB'ly appear almost en- 
tirely worthless, though it may come 
out. Our L898 crop was immense and 
brought us lota of the "filthy lucre," 
which stimulated farmers and ail con- 
cluded to double his acreage, and we did 
so to a man. I cannot say what the re- 
sults will be when tbia crop ia marketed, 
but the preaent visible results which I 
group with mistakes and failures is:— 

A veiy greally increased acreage of 
bare land (that we call our wheat) is now 
exposed to the terrible floods we are 



having and It looks like we will need all 
of the atraw from last yaar'a crop to fill 
the gullies recently made In oar presant 
growing crop. Nor is this all. Tone 



prleea and almost evsry man ia In debt 
lor it agreeing to pay it out of thla grow- 
ing crop. No trouble for the fertiliser 
agent to get In his work last fall, but the 
end ia not yet 

Nearly every one seeded all the corn 
land to wheat and not content with that 
many followed grass I inds to increase 
the acreage 

The fall waa very unfavorable for seed- 
ing and seedtime with most of us waa in 
In the winter time, most of us sow 
timothy with the wheat and will loose it 
also. Then to sum it up I am afraid we 
will find that it will take our entire 
surplus of laat year to bring this crop up 
to an average, while the decreased area 
in pauture will bring loss to the extent 
that the stock carrying capacity la re- 
duced. This condition or result is 
especial y deplorable, for cattle and 
sheep are very profitable and high at 
thla time and it is also absolutely nec- 
essary to keep a certain amount of stock 
if we maintain fertility. I confess that 
I made a mistake by sowing wheat too 
late in the fall, but as stock or dairy 
farming is strictly a specialty with me it 
is given first consideration. Consequent- 
ly I am fortunate in being able to re- 
joice that my herd la larger and better 
than ever before, and while the results 
are highly satisfactory at present, I am 
not at all satisfied with less than 10 per 
cent, increase in butter production per 
cow this year. A better herd, better 
and more abundant food, better methods 
aud consequently a better understanding 
only leads to better results, but 



"He that causes two blades of grass to 
row where one formerly grew is a 
benefactor." Clover is universally and 
juatly termed the "king of grasses," the 
great land renovator and next to the pea 
in value when both its value as food for 



quires feeding just as live atock does 
requires very nearly the same kind of 

food. 

To illustrate, farmers in this section 
have learned that their land responds 
best to fertilizers containing a large per 
cent of nitrogen, (sometimes bra 
"ammoniated.") Tney are also fast 
learning that stock do much better 
when ted on food rich in protein. Now 
nitrogen is the basis of protein, and when 
a highly nitrogenous food is wanted we 



costly element in both stock and 
plant food, and the air above and about 
ns is inexbaustively sopplled with it, 
our land ia deficient in it, aod we try to 
aupply it in commercial fertilizers, for- 
getting how plentiful it is in the air, 
rain and dew, and how cheaply it could 
be had if we only knew that in clover, 
peas and beans|we have ;the connecting 
link or agent that haa the power to draw 
from the abundancejof one to supply the 
deficency in the other. 

Cow neae is almost a new crop in this 
county though several farmers are suc- 
cessfully and very profitably growing 
them, and one is only displaying hia ig- 
norance when speaking tf it as an ex- 
periment, etc. I expect to seed consid- 
erable ground to peas this year, partly 
for hi y, and also to cheapen the pro 
ducti >n of bacon, and incidentally as s 
fertilizer for the land 

I want to say, however, that I have no 
peas lo sell and this article is neither in- 
tended to advertise peas or at If, but 
simply to insist that farmers sow more 
clove.- and peas. Now do not aay that 
you cin apare no money to buy the seed 
for if yon have a farm that is worth liv- 
ing on, or have stock that is woith keep- 
ing, you can buy clover and peas. 

I have spent considerable money for 
clover seed in the past 10 years, 
have failed to secure a good catch very 
many limes. 

I havo sown it in the tall when seed- 
ing wheat, also, in January and Febru- 
ary on snow and frez-tn ground | also, in 
March when land waa cracked open, but 
I never tried sowing in the light or dark 
moon, nor trusted to the goosebone 
the gioundbog sign. 

Tho way that secures the surest stand 
is the best way and I shall be ready 
in this month or early in April aod as 
toon bb the land is dry enough I shall 
seed my wheat land to clover and run 
sharp smoothing harrow both ways re- 
gardless of the damage to the wheat. I 
must have clover even if I fail in 
wheat, if this fails I shall hereafter sow 
on thoroughly prepared stalk land with- 
out either wheat or oats with It 

MAKING AND APPLY INU MANURE. 

This is one of the most important 
things on the farm and undoubledly re- 
ceives less attention than any other part 
of the bnainesr. Consequently much 
could be pat in the column of mistakes 
and failures under this bead, and while 
comparatively little attention is ever 



paid to thla department at the preaent 
time, when I compare now with 25 yean 
ago, I am ready lo lift np both hands 



little better understanding. Oommer- 
slal fertilizers at that day had nevar been 
used hers, our fathers knew nothing of 
it, and perhaps did not need it aa the 
was fresh. Barnyard manure was 
thrown out in piles 8 or 8 feet high to be 
ed off when it rained, or rooted over 
the lot by the pigs and the farmer was 
ived the labor of hauling it out and 
treading It on the land. Yet we are 
told that in the good old days referred 
too, the people were more industrious 
and even more saving than at the pres- 
ent time. Without the least thought or 
reflection of diarespect in any way I can- 
not see it In that way. The farmer of 
30 years ago would perhaps spend half a 
day making a 25c axe handle while the 
farmer of to-day, if he is wise, will buy 
the axe handle aud perhaps haul out and 
spread 3 loads of. the manure that his 
father wasted. My position is this: 
Make your axe handle if there is noth- 
ing more profitable to be done, make it 
while it is raining, but not while the 
son shines, but collect and spread , the 
manure. Go to three- fourths ol ths 
farms now in Breckenridge county and 
you will find manure from two to six 
inchee deep all around the barn going to 
waste, while the farmer is going visiting, 
on others you will find an aah bank 
perhaps 5 ft. high that has been there 
for years ; tbis farmer hss no time to 
haul manure. I really know a man who 
has been so busy "doing nothing" during 
the winter that he haa not cleaned oat 
his stables for two years. 

Of course all this is wrong. Yes It Is 
poor business and wasteful indeed. I 
have about concluded that it will pay 



keeping stables clean, hog pens, straw 
etacks converted into manure, keep farm 
clear of weeds, repair breaks in the land 
etc , and do general work in the way of 
keeping up or improving the place. 

I know many will say that this would 
be too costly and one could not afford it. 

I then ask this question I Will not 
this man's work pay double the amount 
that it costs ? In other worde, is it not 
better on farms working two hands to 
reduco the crop half and work one man 
in making the crop and the other man 
in making the farm, how would the ac- 
counts stand at the end of the second 
year? 

If I am wrong, will some one turn on
